At a meeting Tuesday, October 2, the Union demanded that reply to their wage demand be made by
10 A.M. today, Wednesday, Oct. 3 The Union Commlttee was informed that the magmtude of the
demand involved such fundamental problems affecting the Company s competitive position and re-

 lated economic matters that decision could not be expected before Oct. 24, 1945. The Union Commit-
tee then informed the Management that a Strike exnsted forthwnth as of 10 A.M., Wednesday; Oct.
3, 1945. This precnpltous action of the Union is in Vlolatlon of the “No- Strke” Provision of the Con-
tract between the Union and the Company and the Smlth Connolly Act which establishes the pro--
cedure to initiate a strike legally. :
